NET TO HOLD MEETING NUMBER 1000 


‘Tiny Smith, WaBP 


Sunday, May 21st will mark a milestone for the “Morons of the 
‘Megacycies,” rag-chew net sponsored by the Lake Amateur Radio 
‘Association ‘Ine. For on that day at 9:15 AM. EDST the one 
thousandth meeting of the net will be called by the Chief Idiot, Reid 
Martin, WaVDY, the only momber still active of the original eight 
who took part in the first get-together on January 25, 1953. 

Started soon alter the sponsoring club was organized, the net was 
designed to cover only the Lake County Florida territory from 
which the Club drew its membership. However, with the 10 meter 
‘band on the upswing of the 11 year cycle there were soon call-ins 
from many parts of the U.S. as well as overseas. The most con 
sistent long-haul member was Bill Benson, WiORM, of Rawlins, 
‘Wyoming who apparently had a pipeline into the net as Sunday 
after Sunday his signal would be heard when other Western stations 
‘were unreadable. Bill is now a Silent Key, 

One exceptional meeting during 1957 resulted in 30 stations 
calling in from California, England, Germany, Venemuela, the 
Canal Zone and Africa in addition to the locale! This particular 
‘Sunday was a real workout for Marion Wingfield, W4AF H, who was 
serving his first time as Chiel Idiot, as the control station came to 
be called Our most corsistent foreign call-in recently has been 
DISME from West Germany. 

The net is strictly informal, There are no rules to squabble over 
and if itis necessary (o decide some point of order, the ruling of the 
Chief Idiot is final. The control station is rotated every three 
‘months and generally the newest member gets stuck with the job, 
‘There is no count of past or present membership as no formal 
records arekep, but « good estimate would be in the neighborhood 
of 200, A striking membershipcertificate is awarded for attendance 
at three consecutive meetings. Shown on the top line is a rather 
fanciful sketch of a Moron riding a Megacycle Underneath is a 
statement that the named member is recognized as s hall-wit, first 
class, he haying displayed all the attributes necessary for this 
distinction.

Members of the Lake Amateur Radio Association feel that this 
informal fun net has beena feature in building and holding together 
the sponsoring Club for a period of 29 years, The Club now owns, 
{ree and clear, its own club quarters located on about two acres of 
land in Bassville Park between Leesburg and Tavares. The 
‘Clubhouse is complete with air conditioning, projection equipment, 
separate phone and CW rigs for the most used frequencies feeding 
into several antenras.
